cancellous bone compressed that has been altered to define a periphery of comprise a layer of 
cancellous bono that has been compressed to form a compressed bone region that peripherally 
defines a first cavity; and another region of 

a second region of cancellous bone being substantially uncompressed cancellous bone,, 
the second region of cancellous bone substantially surrounding and contacting at least a portion 
of the first region of cancellous bone; occupying at l e ast a portion of the remaining nativ e 
cancellous bone volume 

a first region of bone filler material disposed within the first cavity, the first region of 
bone filler material defining a periphery of a second cavity within the first cavity; and 

a second region of bone filler material disposed within the second cavity . 

7. (Currently Amended) reconstructed vertebral body A vert e bral body according to claim 6 
wherein the first region of cancellous bone compressed bone r e gion defines at least a portion of 
comprises a barrier of the first cavity . 

8. (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vert e bral body according to 
claim 6 
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wherein the first region of cancellous bone compressed bone region defines at least a portion of 
compris e s a shell associated with the first cavity . 

9. (Currently Amended) A reconstructed vertebral body, comprising: A vertebral body 
including 

a native cancellous bone volume that has been altered to compris e a layer first region of 
cancellous bone , the first region of cancellous bone that has been compressed to form a 
compressed bone region that peripherally define defines at least a portion of a first cavity;? 

a bone filling mat e rial in the cavity, and 

a first region of bone filler material disposed within the first cavity, the first region of 
bone filler material defining at least a portion of a second cavity within the first cavity; 
a second region of bone filler material disposed within the second cavity; and 
another region of a second region of cancellous bone being substantially uncompressed 
cancellous bone occupying at least a portion of the remaining native cancellous bone volume .Jhe 
first region of cancellous bone being disposed between the second region of cancellous bone and 
the first region of bone filler material . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vert e bral body according to 
claim 9 wherein the compressed bone region comprises the first region of cancellous bone 
defines at least a portion of a barrier substantially inhibiting extravazation of a the first region of 
bone filler filling material from the first cavity. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vert e bral body according to 
claim 9 wherein th e compressed bon e r e gion compris e s the first region of cancellous bone 
defines at least a portion of a shell substantially inhibiting extravazation of a the first bone filler 
filling material from the first cavity. 

1 2 . (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vertebral body according to 
claim 40 9 wherein at least one of the first region of bone filler filling material or the second 
region of bone filler material includes compris e s bone cement. 
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1 3 . (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vert e bral body according to 
claim 40 9 wherein at least one of the first region of bone filler filling material or the second 
region of bone filler material includes compris e s bone graft material. 

14. (Currently Amended) The reconstructed vertebral body A vertebral body according to 
claim 40 9 wherein at least one of the first region of bone filler filling material or the second 
region of bone filler material includes comprises a stent. 

15-20. (Cancelled) 

21. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 9, wherein the first region of 
bone filler material defines a barrier substantially inhibiting extravazation of the second region of 
bone filler material from the second cavity. 

22. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 9, wherein: 

the first region of bone filler material includes a bone cement that has been hardened for a 
time period; and 

the second region of bone filler material includes a bone cement that has been hardened 
for a time period less than the time period for the first region of bone filler material. 

23. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 9, wherein: 

the first region of bone filler material and the second region of bone filler material 
collectively entirely fill the first cavity; and 

the second region of bone filler material entirely fills the second cavity. 

24. (New) A reconstructed vertebral body, comprising: 
a region of cortical bone; 

a first region of cancellous bone native to the region of cortical bone, the first region of 
cancellous bone compressed to define an extravazation-inhibiting barrier;

a second region of cancellous bone native to the region of cortical bone, the second 
region of cancellous bone being substantially uncompressed, the second region of cancellous 
bone being disposed between the region of cortical bone and the first region of cancellous bone; 
a first region of bone filler material defining an extravazation-inhibiting barrier; and 
a second region of bone filler material, the first region of bone filler material being 
disposed between the first region of cancellous bone and the second region of bone filler 
material. 

25. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of cancellous bone is disposed 
between a remaining portion of the first region of cancellous bone and the first region of bone 
filler material; and 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of bone filler material is disposed 
between a remaining portion of the first region of bone filler material and the second region of 
bone filler material. 

26. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of cancellous bone defines a first 
cavity, the first region of bone filler material and the second region of bone filler material being 
disposed within the first cavity; and 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of bone filler material defines a 
second cavity, the second region of bone filler material being disposed within the second cavity. 

27. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of cancellous bone is configured to 
inhibit extravazation of the first region of bone filler material; and 

the extravazation-inhibiting barrier of the first region of bone filler material is configured 
to inhibit extravazation of the second region of bone filler material. 

28. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 
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the first region of bone filler material is mutually exclusive from the second region of 
bone filler material. 

29. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 

the first region of bone filler material includes a bone cement that has been hardened for a 
time period; and 

the second region of bone filler material includes a bone cement that has been hardened 
for a time period less than the time period for the first region of bone filler material. 

30. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 
the first region of bone filler material is a compressed bone cement; and 
the second region of bone filler material is an uncompressed bone cement 

3 1 . (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 

the first region of bone filler material and the second region of bone filler material 
collectively fill the first cavity; and 

the second region of bone filler material collectively fill the second cavity. 

32. (New) The reconstructed vertebral body according to claim 24, wherein: 
the region of cortical bone defines an interior volume; and 

the first region of cancellous bone, the second region of cancellous bone, the first region 
of bone filler material and the second region of bone filling material fill the interior volume.
